Sudden and Singular Death. — Mr. John H. Da- 
vis, of the heavy pork and beef packing house of 
J. H. Davis A. Co, oa the corner of Broadway and 
Court streets, died suddenly and in an extraordi- 
nary manner, at his residence, on Seventh street, 
near Elm, early Saturday morning. He bad 
been complaining of severe cold during several 
weeks. About ten days ago, while sitting in his 
office, he was suddenly attacked with hemorrhage 
of the nose, and his gums also bled freely, but was 
at his business again a day or two afterwords. 
Subsequently he was attacked in a similar man 
ner, but more violently, and was much reduced. 
On Friday, however, he was at his office and 
drove out into the country with his family that af- 
ternoon, and duriug the evening did not appear 
to be indisposed. About four o'clock Saturday 
morning, Dr. Richards was suddenly summoned 
to see him, and found him in a dying condition, 
suffering intense pain in every part of Qis system.

A Mammoth Fraud.— The New York Times 
says: Tbe grossest trauds in connection with the 
Oregon and Washington war debt, hare been 
brought to light by the House Committee oo Mili- 
tary Affairs, through the efforts of Mr. Faulkner, 
of Va., chairman. The whole debt, as reported 
by Government agents, is about six~million dol- 
lars, of which the committee assert that not more 
than about one million is justly due. Some of 
the charges are outrageous. Pistols are charged 
at fifty-five dollars each, muskets at one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, oats at five dollars per 
bushel, hay at one hundred and twenty dol.ars 
per ton, and other things in proportion. 

The Irish Rebellion. — The Dnblin correspon- 
dent of the London Times seys that the Crown 
ease against some of the members of the Phoenix 
Club is more complete than the public have been 
led to believe, and sufficient to satisfy tbe most 
hostile jury. The farming classes hare stood aloof, 
and tfie members of the club are chiefly shopmen 
and mechanics. Tbe clubs were rapidly increas- 
ing, and it therefore was necessary that some steps 
should be taken to put an end to the movements. 

Marriage.— Miss Strother, daughter of the late 
Hon. F. G. Strother, formerly member of Con- 
gress, was married in Brussells, on the 4th 
instant, to Baron Philip Fahnenbnrg de Bingbeim. 
The marnage took place at the Legation of the 
United States. The salon* of the legation were 
decorated for the occasion with the star spangled 
banner, upon which the Austrian flag had been 
draped in tbe manner of an escutcheon. After 
the ceremony, a wedding break Cast united around 
the table of the American minister some 
twenty persons, the friends of both families.

France ana Central America. 

Felix Belly, the Frenchman who .crossed the 
ocean last year, and figured extensively upon the 
Isthmus, has written a letter to Napoleon III, in 
behalf of the people of Central America. The 
epistle is several columns in length, and is going 
the rounds of the press, either as a whole, in parts, 
or through editorial references. We cannot think 
of publishing his long effusion, but can give it a 
passing notice. 

The Frenchman's name is all wrong. It would 
suggest that he is a happy Belly. On the contra- 
ry, he teems to be the most miserable Belly borne 
on two legs. He is as fussy as if he bad eaten all 
the onions, garlic, and sweet potatoes produced 
upon the Isthmus during his sojourn there. The 
different parts of the body in the fable of Aesop 
did uot fall into more of a fuss with the stomach 
than this Belly Las with different and important 
members. 

The leading idea of this mad Belly seems to be 
based upon the ascendancy of three great races 
in Europe— the Latin, headed by France, the 
Sdavi by Russia, and the Teutonic by Germany. 
He thinks that the Latin race, as represented by 
the French, are to master the other two ou the 
continent of Europe, and that this field of action 
is not large enough fur them. They must cross 
the Atlantic, and form an alliance, for the protec- 
tion of their kindred races in South America and 
the West Indies, against the encroachments of the 
American Saxons, or United States. lu other 
words, he would have Napoleon take such steps 
as will secure Central America, etc , t > France, or 
at least prevent them from being m any way con- 
nected with this Union. 

We, of this country, will not attempt to prevent 
this rumbling Beily from letting off just as much 
gas of the above character as will give him ease 
and comfort. But gas is all that wc will stand. It 
is the destiny of this great Republic to swallow up 
all the lauds upon the western hemisphere that 
may be needed for any purpose whatever. We 
shall begin with Cab; — th? key of the Gulf. We 
must have this island, and the getting of it is only 
a question of time. England is not going to in- 
terfere with us, Russia would as soon we would 
have it as not, German v does not care a cent, and 
if France, Spain, and other powers cut up about it, 
we will slightly thrash them, and there end the 
matter. All the garlic, frogs, etc., that Mr. Belly 
can eat, won't make him and France noisy enough 
to keep us from getting Cuba one of these tine 
days. 

As to the rest of this continent that we miv 
want at different times, we shall take it as we need 
lL We care uot for any protectorates that France 
may establish here, or any possessions she may 
acquire. She once owned Louisiana, and we got 
that from her, aud we will get whatever else she 
may acquire in this region when we want it. — 
Some of our people are thinki g strouglv of por- 
tion* of Mexico, Central America, etc., nnd more 
of them wilt thiuk stronger hereafter. The 
French Belly had better grumble and growl about 
other matters. lie eats l is garlic to no 
purpose, when it makes him gas about French 
dominion ou this continent in oppostion 
to that of the stars and stripes. Americana 
don’t intend that France or sny other foreign 
power shall interfere with any acquisition thev 
may make up their minds toon this side of the 
Atlantic. We don’t intend to interfere tn Europe, 
Asia, or Africa, but in America we intend to have 
things pretty much our o wn way. This is not 
boasting; it is manifest destiny — the mere record- 
ing of a fact plain to any philosophi c observer of 
what is going on in the political world. First 
Cuba, next the Southern Pacific Railroad, and 
then all else will follow as we will. Such is our 
destiny, and resistance is vain.

The Auburn Democrat, a New York paper, in 
casting round for a candidate who can make a 
successful race for tbe Presidency in 1360— a man 
who will combine strength, both at the North and 
the South, and rally the forces of the East and 
West under a common standard — has fallen npon 
the Hon. James Guthrie, of Kentucky.

In a little over two years, by 
closing up tbe accounts and collecting the balan- 
ces where it was found practicable, this formida- 
ble amount was reduced to $24,739,000. This 
may serve as a single illustration of the temper, 
vigor, and energy with which his department 
waa conducted. But more than all, and above 
all was tbe universal public confidence in bis per- 
sonal and official integrity. He was “not only 
pur# but above suspicion '— above even the cal 
umaias and assaults of those who meditated 
frauds on the public treasury whom be hsd 
baulked, and who would readily have impugned 
his character had they thought any one could be 
touad who would give their credence. In silence 
they shrank back baffled and discomfited — wait- 
ing' for a more lavorable opportunity to consum- 
mate their designs 

The cardinal measure of the Democracy (upon 
which, be it remebered, it was defeated in 1840,) 
was the Independent Treasury. This measure, 
placed on tbe statute book in 1S4&, waa never 
fully put in force until 1853, when Mr. Guthrie 
entered upon his duties. In fact, tbe Whigs con- 
tended, and many Democrats supposed, that it 
could not be strictly carried oat. Mr. Guthrie, 
however, looked only to the law and his oath of 
office, and accordingly enforced it verbatim et lit- 
eratim. It waa done promptly and folly— without 
any inconvenience to the Government or the pub- 
lic', save only the pet private establishments 
whose members had got so accustomed to finger- 



ing the Government cash, that they fancied they 
had a right to the deposits. The' resentment of 
these gentlemen and those politicians who were 
connected with them, found of course no response 
or sympathy from the country. 

It is needless to say that Mr. Guthrie fullv and 
cordially concurred in all the leading measures of 
the sound and constitutional administration of 
Gen. Pierce. He is eminently such s man as tbe 
times demand. He has ability, experience, states- 
manship, public virtue and firmness in an emi- 
nent degree. Sprung from tbe people, he has the 
widest popular sympathies, and is emphatically a 
self-made man. with all the vigorous and health- 
ful mental qualifications which such training im- 
parts. He has never been a professional politi- 
cian, and has none of the arts of the demagogue. 
He is no believer in the doctrine of expediency or 
compromising with iniquity or corruption ; but 
does what is right and trusts to the people to sus- 
tain him. He has more of the qualities of Andrew 
Jackson than any man living, and like that great 
man does his duties regardless of consequences. — 
His integrity is known to the country, and he 
has the qualities of nerve, honesty, and frank- 
ness which the people demand in a President. 
He has ever been a national Democrat, true to 
the standard in tbe worst of times, and is a good 
type of tbe gallant, national and indomitable 
Kentucky Democracy. Should he be elected, we 
will have an Administration which will harmon- 
ize the country, enlarge its resources, maintain 
the constitution aDd the laws with impartial 
hand, and vindicate abroad the honor of 
the American tl&g and the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens.

Buenos Ayres is to serve the United States 
as a doposit in case of war with Paraguay; she 
will allow the troops 'of the United States a free 
transit, both by land and water, and she will lend 
her ally every aid in her power to conquer Para- 
guay. A Brazilian fleet was, at the latest advi- 
ces, about to be dispatched from Rio Janerio to 
the waters of Parana, to observe the movements of 
the United States fleet. 

J^"The Washington Union of Sunday says the 
Committee of the House of Representatives on the 
Postoffice and Post Roads have reported a bill to 
establish a general steamship line to carry the 
ocean mails between the United States and 
Europe. Unlike former measure*. which concentra- 
ted the whole of the Atlantic steam marine upon 
the city of New York, this bill of the Committee 
distributes it equally to the cities of Portland, 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Nor- 
folk, Charleston, Savannah and New Orleans.

Interesting from Paraguay. 

[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette.] 
Baltiborr, Jan. 29. 

Tiic New Y ork papers of this morning contain 
full details of the news from Paraguay, received 
by the Illinois, which are quite interesting. 

Advices through sources unfriendly to the 
Americans, state that Lopez was actively making 
preparations for war, in expectation of the failure 
of the negotiations with Mr. Bowlin. 

A person whose name is not giveu, who left 
Asuncion Nov. 30th, reports that he saw eight or 
ten thousand troops in the highest state of discip 
line, and commanded by French and Euglish offi- 
cers, 'and he declares, also, that the fort of Uumat- 
la was perfectly mounted with fine artillery, and 
that the garrison was composed of the flower ol 
the army. 

President Lope* was very bold in expressing 
his determination not to yield to the demands ol 
the United States. He continually declared that 
he would uot pay a penny. 

Private letters state that the naval expedition of 
the United States against Paraguay would be 
stationed in the roads of Buenos Ayres and that 
the Plenipotentiary would first proceed in a single 
vessel to Asuncion to try the effect of diplomacy 
upon President Lopez. 

The rumor of the alliance between Buenos Ayres 
and the United States against Paraguay gained 
ground every day. The i ea of such an alliance 
was strongly reprobated by tbe press of Monte 
Y'ideo and Brazil, which threatened a courier 
league.

XXXV th CONGRESS— SECOND SESSION 

Monday's Procte-iings. 

Washington, Jan. 31 .— Senate.— U nimportant 
memorials, reports, and bills were introduced. 

Mr. Bigler, of Pennsylvania, introduced the fol- 
lowing Important resolution, asking for its con- 
sideration on to morrow, or as early as possible: 
Jteeolvtd, That, as in the opinion of the Senate, 
the creation of a large public debt in time of 
Ijeace is inconsistent with the policy of the United 
Mates, and as the present revenues are ir.sufli- 
cient to meet the unavoidable expenses of Gov- 
ernment, Congress should proceed without dtluy 
to so regulate the revenue laws as not only to 
meet the delicits in the current expenses, but to 
pay off the present debt so far as it may be de- 
sirable to immediate cancellation. 

Mr. Slidell, ot Louisiana, attempted to bring 
up the Cuba resolutions. 

After a discussion as to whether precedence 
should be awarded to it or to Mr. Hunter’s Indian 
appropriation bill, and Mr. Seward, of New York, 
bud expressed the readiness of himself and his 
party to meet the gentlemen on the other side, 
both' propositions were overridden bv the pre- 
vious arrangement that Mr. Foote, of* Vermont, 
should have the floor on the Walkcr-Paulding and 
neutrality law resolution. 

Mr. Foote commenced by offering as a substi- 
tute to the committee’s report aud to the Presi- 
dent s statement that Commodore Paulding com- 
mitted a grave error, a resolution to the effect 
that, as Commodore Paulding rescued Walker 
aud his followers on Nicaraguan soil for the bene 
tit of Nicaragua, aud with her assent, since 
thankfully expressed, he is entitled to the com- 
mendation of his country. 

Tee ground Mr. Foote took was that, Gen. 
Walker’s expedition being illegal, aud so consid- 
ered by tbe Government. Com. Paulding acted 
comrnendably without tbe spirit of kis instruc- 
tion in suppressing it, inasmuch as our jurisdic- 
tion follows the flag wherever it floats, and all uu- 
der it are responsible thereto. 

Hoist.— A memorial was presented from citi- 
zens of New York asking lor the passage of a law 
to stop further traffic aud monopoly in the public 
lands, and to parcel them out for the exclusive 
use of actual settlers. 

Mr. Eiiie, ol Pa., moved to discharge the Com- 
mittee of the Whole from the consideration of 
the bill extending the Chaffee India Rubber pat- 
ent for seven years. The leport of the Commit- 
tee on Patents speaks of the great utility of the 
improvements, the profits from which have bien 
remunerative to the inventor. 

Mr. Washburn, of Iowa, asked whether the 
patent hud been in existence for lil t ears, wheth- 
er it did not expire a tear and a half ago, and 
whether the etlect of the bill was not to make 
private what is now puttlic property. 

Mr. Edie replied that the report stated all 
the facts but one, and this he was willing to 
repeat. 

The motion to suspend the rules was disagreed 
to— t eas St>, nays S>5, a two-third vote beia g nec- 
essary. 

Mr. Stephens, of Ga., moved a suspension of 
the rules in ordtr to introduce a resolution set 
ting apart the 3th, tub, aud 10th of February fur 
the consideration of territorial business. l)t-a 
greed to — yeas lo$ ( nays not two-thirds. 

Washington Items. 

_ M asiiingtox, Jan. 51. — Tiie Railroad Conven- 
tion adjourned on Saturday, alter satisfactorily 
adjusting i.lt their ddferenecs. The prominent 
features discus-ed by the Convention were as 
follows: l»t. Free delivery- of freights in cities, 
which was agreed to . e abandoned; 2d. Payment 
of commission to express conrptnne* bv all the 
connections ol the Erie rot-J, i: whs agreed should 
be stopped, at «! it continued, that the road it, 
quest iou should be cut oil from ail business over 
e ther of the four lines; ;;d. An agreement as to 
the manner of changing rates, so *as to avoid u 
change by oue roud without notice to all others; 
4th. An agreement as to the form of handbills 
and advertisements, which in future ure to b 
submitted to and approved by the umpire, Mr. 
Barlow; f>th. Change of rates so us to meet th<- 
low rates by the Ohm river, which have controlled 
all the Western und Southwestern shipments, and 
by which means the Erie aud Central can now get 
a share of tbe business. 

The discussion on tunny points were of the most 
excitiug character. They are to have another 
meeting in New York on the ‘JCd of Eeb. 

McCormicks patent for bis improvement in 
raking machine* expired to day, and the inven- 
tion therefore becomes public property. The 
Commissioner of Patents has overruled the ap- 
plication lor the extension of the patent, on tin- 
ground that is clear that the invention was new 
and patentable when patented, and that it pos 
sesses a motive of utility, but the Commissioner 
is well satisfied from exhibits and testimony in tin- 
case, that the patentee has received not only :t 
reasonable but most liberable compensation for 
the time, ingenuity and expense bestowed on the 
invention aud upon its introduction. 

A board of inquiry, consisting of Captains 
Montgomery and Kudd aud Commander l'ilteii, 
convened this morning to examine the case ci 
John Madden, a master iu tbe navy, who wu 
dropped by the retiring board. He* claims the 
benefit of that clause cf the act providing for na 
val courts of inquiry iu the cases of those who 
were absent from the country six months or •woie 
alter the act was passed. 

Capt. M. i). L. Simpson has been ordered bv 
the War Department to take charge of the com- 
missar.- department of the Pacific. 

The House special committee on the Pacit.-- 
Railroad met this morning, and by a vole of . 
against 5, authorized Mr. Curtis of Iowa to repori 
Ins bill for a central Pacific Railroad, with one 
brunch in the interior of Iowa and another on the 
frontier of Missouri. The bill was modified u 
tbe instauce of Mr. Corning, of X. Y., increasing 
the amounts of land aud money. 

From Boston. 

Boston, Jan# 30. — An arrival from Jeremiu 
brings letters to the 12th iust. It is reported thm 
the Emperor has been compelled to return to 
Port an Priuca with the remainder of his troops. 
He will be forced to abdicate. The Empress ad- 
vised Lim to do so and lie threatened to shoot her, 
but was prevented by the interference of seven.: 
o! his generals. A letter from Gonaives savs 
that the Republicans, if successful, will re ope. 
to commerce the ports which have been close-! 
for years, and will probably revoke the odious 
mouopoly law. 

From New Mexico. 

St. Lolis, Jan. 31. — The New Mexican mail, 
with dates to the loth, reached Independence ou 
Saturday night. Col. llouueville aud Superin- 
tendent Collins arrived at Santa Fe on the <ith. 
having concluded a treaty of peace with the Xa 
vtijoes, on terms which are advantageous to the 
United States. Lieutenant Beale’s party were at 
Hatch’s ranch, recuperating. 

Richard Owen, merchant, died at Santa 1-e on 
the 2, th ult , and Mr. Perkins aid Seuor Juan 
Sandoval each submitted to amputation of a leg. 
rendered uecea.-ary by being badly frozen. 

Burning of the Steamer North Carolina. 

Baltmiokk, Jan. 31.— Full particulars of the 
burning of the steamer Xorth Carolina have beeu 
received. The fire commenced in a stateroom amt 
is supposed to have been accidental. All the crew 
and passengers with the exception of Rev. Mr. 
Curtis were safely landed. There were seven la 
dies on board, nearly all of whom escaped in their 
night-clothes, losing all their baggage.

XXXVth CONGRESS -SECOND SESSION- 

Monday' t Proceedings Continued. 

Washington, I). C., January 31st.— Senate. — 
The instructions were eauivocal as to time and 
piace, and the manner of executing the orders 
must necessarily be left to circumstances. He 
did the very thing he was ordered to do— broke 
up an uulawful expedition, saved Nicaragua from 
rapine and bloodshed, and sustained the honor of 
the country. If Capt. Cheatard done wrong in 
not preventing them from landing. Commodore 
Paulding did right in removing them when landed. 
Besides, to interfere with them, within the waters 
of San Juan bay, would have beeu as much an in- 
fringement of the jurisdiction of Nicaragua, as 
arresting on shore. In short, he executed 
in a plain, practical, common sense way, the 
proposed object of his instruction, and it is hu- 
miliating toseethis Government, before the world, 
disavowing, on verbal quibbles, the acts of its 
subordinates, in carrying out orders so vague and 
indefinite that no one can understand them. — 
whether purposely vague, he would not inquire, 
but the impression that the Cabinet at Washington 
winked at the expedition, is strengthened by Gen- 
eral Walker having been brought into the pres- 
ence of tbe Executive, and graciously discharged 
and told to go at large, un whipped of justice, in- 
stead of being handed over to the tribunals as a 
tillibuster, annseut to the penitentiary. 

The words of the President, that Commodore 
Paulding committed a grave error, seem to cover 
the chagrin which he must net all express, but 
eannot all conseal. 

Mr. Foot saidjhe personally knew but little of 
Commodore Paulding, but from the papers be- 
fore him, he had formed a favorable opinion of 
him, both as an officer and as a man. He would 
not go the length of his friend from Wisconsin, 
to vote him a sword or a medal, but would do 
wbat would be more acceptable to a man of bis 
stamp, vote the recognition of him as a gallant 
and faithful servant of the Republic. 

Mr. Crittenden, of Ky., followed, showing that 
Commodore Paulding committed no error what- 
ever. What would have been thought of him, if 
he had sheltered himself behind the letter of his 
instructions and failed to prevent the success of 
the filibusters? The spot on which Commodore 
Paulding landed was not Nicaragua. It had been 
conqurea and wa3 held by the strong handand 
the sovereignty of Nicaragua had been 
already displaced, so, if any neutrality was viola- 
ted, it was Walker’s, and the attack ou him was 
the arrest of justice upon a criminal. There is 
no breach of neutrality when a country is en- 
tered with the consent of its government. Final- 
ly, Mr. Crittenden, as an American citizen, 
thanked Commodore Paulding for the bold and 
heroic manner in which he fulfilled his duty aud 
preserved the peace of the world. 

Mr. Hunter, of Virginia, here made another 
attempt to bring up the Indian Appropriation 
bill. 

Mr. Doolittle, of Wisconsin, urged the coun- 
tenance of the debate. 

Mr. Seward, of New York, had not coincided 
with his friend from Wisconsin, ( Mr. Doo’ittle,) 
in the resolution to bestow a medal on Commo- 
dore Paulding, because be thought he had made 
himself a place in history, and such reward was 
superfluous; but as an act of justice, he would 
now propose, by a joint resolution, that the Pre- 
sident be directed to intervene for the defence 
of Commodore Paulding in the suiis brought 
against him arising from the performance of his 
duty. 

Mr. Trumbull, of Illinois, introduced a bill to 
regulate the practice in the U. S. Circuit Courts, 
and also a bill authorising the Circuit Courts to 
issue writs of mandamus. Referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Mr. Seward, of N. V., introduced a resolution 
requesting the Secretary of the Interior to pre- 
pare, before the next meeting of Congress, a de- 
tailed list oi all the rejected and suspended pa 
tents, and why rejected. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Patents. 

Communications were read from the President, 
transmitting the balance of the list of claims 
against foreign governments; also a report of the 
commission to Frazer river, and a recommenda 
tion of an appropriation of |7,000 re-pay Gov. 
Douglas, of Vancouvers Island, for money loaued 
for public purposes; also transmitting the statis- 
tics of the trade with Africa, in compliance with 
Mr. Seward’s resolution. 

Mr. Broderick, of Cal., presented a petition 
from that State for a tri-week ly overland mail. 

Mr. Mallory, of Fla., from the Naval Commit- 
tee, made a report relative to increasing the effi- 
ciency of the navy. The report says the experi- 
ence of the English nuvy has demonstrated that 
sailing ships of war are now obselete, sails being 
mere auxiliaries to steam. The important posi- 
tion of tbe Gulf of Mexico renders it evident that 
our next naval war will be there, as all the Mis- 
sissippi commerce passes between Florida and 
the Cuban shores, which six heavy ships could 
bridge by signaling each other every twenty min- 
utes, so that nothing could escape. Any European 
power could supply such a bridge w ithout weak- 
ening their ordinary fleets. The report re.om- 
mends that every ship in the U. S. navy should 
be the best that can be constructed. 

Mr. Hunter here succeeded in calling up tha 
Indian Appropriation bill by a vote 22 veas to 
16 nays. 

The only feature of discussion iu this bill, was 
the amendment from tbe Finance Committee, 
looking to the future abolition of the reservation 
system. 

The Senators from Texas and California op- 
posed the amendment and explained that the re- 
servation, although new and expressive, is iudis 
penseble to the existence of the Indians, and its 
abolition or limitation will force them for subsis- 
tence to depredate on the whites and produce a 
general Indian war. The amendment was how- 
ever adopted. 

Another amendment was also adopted repeal- 
ing the clause of the Indian intercourse act, 
which requires the United States to pay the 
amouut oi damages obtained by traders in suits 
against poor friendly Indians. ’ 

Without a vote ou the bill, the Senate ad- 
journed. 

11 or se. — M r. Wood, of Maine, made an ineffect- 
ual motion to set apart a day for the consideration 
of the bill granting cerlain'titles to land iu Marne, 
in order to carry out a provision in the treaty of 
Washington. 

Ou motion of Mr.Phelpg, of Missouri, the House, 
on and after Wecnesday, will meet at 11 o’clock 
instead of 12 o’clock in the morning. 

Mr. Kilgore, of Indiana, asked leave to intro- 
duce the following : 

Whereas, the laws prohibiting the African 
slave trade have become a topic of discussion 
with newspaper writers and political agitators, 
many of them boldly denouncing those laws as 
unwise in policy aud disgraceful in their pro- 
visions, and insisting upon the justice and pro- 
priety of their repeal, and the revival of the 
odious traffic in African slaves ; and whereas, re- 
cent demonstrations afford strong reasons to a;>- 
preheud that the said laws are to be set at defiance, 
and their violation openly countenanced and en- 
couraged by a portion of the citizens of some of 
the States of the Union ; aad whereas, it is pro- 
per, in view of the said facts, that the sentiments 
of the people’s representatives in Congress should 
be made public in relation thereto ; therefore be it 

Iiesohed, That while we recognize no right on 
the part of the Federal Government or any other 
law making power, save that of the States' whero- 
• n . it exists, to interfere with, or disturb the in- 
stitution of domestic slavery where it is estab- 
lished or protected by State legislation, we do 
hold that Congress has the power to prohibit the 
foreign traffic, and that no legislation can be too 
thorough in its measures, nor can anv penalty 
known to the catalogue of modern punishment of 
crime, be too severe against a trafiic so inhuman 
and unchnstian. 

Ke+olted, That the laws in force against the 
said traffic are founded upon the broadest princi- 
ples of philanthropy, religion, and humanity; 
that they should remain unchanged, except so far 
as legislation may be needed to render them more 
efficient, and that they should be faithfully and 
promptly executed by our Governmet, and be re- 
spected by ail good citizens. 

Resolved, That the Executive should be sus- 
tained and commended for any proper efforts, 
whenever and wherever made, to enforce the said 
laws, and to bring to speedy punishment the 
wicked violators tflereof, and all their aiders aud 
abettors. 

Mr. Burnett, of Ky., said he could not vote 
for the preamble, because it did not state facts. 
He asked who it was who had been urging the 
repeal of the laws for the suppression of the 
slave trade. 

Mr. Kilgore moved a suspension of the rules 
in order to procure an opportunity to introduce 
the resolutions. The question was decided in 
the negative.
